This comprises the branches usually taught in common j! 
'Chools, together with such other branches as are required to 
prepare teachers for higher grades of schools. 

There are three grades of Graduating Diplomas. The first, |j 
or Elementary Course, comprises the several branches required 
by law to be taught in the common schools of the State, together 
with Elementary Algebra, Book-keeping, Physiology, Elements j| 
of Rhetoric, Geometry, Elements of Botany or Geology, Ele¬ 
ments of Natural Philosophy, History and Constitution of 
United States, and the Theory and Practice of Teaching. All 
students who graduate, are required to practice teaching in the jj 
model school for such a period of time as may be deemed 
1 necessary. 

* r 

The second, or Scientific Course, comprises the Elementary i 
Course or its equivalents, General History, Botany or Geology, | 
Zoology, Chemistry, Trigonometry and Surveying, Higher Al- jj 
gebra, English Literature, Astronomy, Analytical Geometry, jj 
Calculus, Mechanics, Mental and Moral Philosophy. 

"The third, or Classical Course, comprises the Scientific Course 
or its equivalents, together with the languages usually embraced 
in the regular college course of the State. Each course is de- 11 
signed for two years of study, and under ordinary circumstances 
the full time is required. But students entering the school 
entitled to receive Provisional Certificates from Counts Superin-

tcndents, marked one, or Permanent Certificates, may graduate 
in less time. The conditions of graduaiion depend upon the 
results of examination, and not upon the time of continuance in 
school. 

The Normal School Law makes the following provisions for 
examinations: 

“ Examinations for graduation shall be made in each normal 
school by not less than three nor more than five principals of 
the schools recognized under this act, who shall annually be 
designated for that purpose by the State Superintendent of 
Common Schools, and assemble in each school at a time to be 
designated by him; and said annual examination shall take 
place in the presence of the superintendents of all the counties 
embraced in the proper normal school district.”

A student graduating in the Elementary Course, will receive 
a Diploma, in which will be named the branches he has studied, 
and by which he will be constituted Bachelor of the Elements; 
the Diplomas of those graduating in the Scientific anil Classical 
Courses, will enumerate the distinctive branches of these Courses, 
and constitute their holders, respectively, Bachelors of the 
Sciences, and Bachelors of the Classics. 

Regular graduates who have continued their studies for two 
years, who have practised their profession during two, full, 
annual terms in the Common Schools of the State, and who have 
presented to the Faculty and Board of Examiners, a certificate

The Normal School law makes it the duty of the authorities 
of the Normal Schools to grant Diplomas or State Certificates 
to Actual Teachers in Common Schools, without their having 
attended the Normal Schools as students. The following are i 
jj the conditions upon which these Diplomas will be granted. 

1. All applicants must be twenty-one years of age. 

2. They must have taught in Common Schools during three, J 
l full, annual terms. 

: i 3. They must present similar certificates, in regard to moral | 
character and skill in practical teaching, to those presented to ] 
the regular graduates, and have them signed by the same school 
officers. 

4. They must be examined in all the branches they desire j 
named in their Diplomas; and these examinations must be at 

the time of the annual examinations at the school where 

;i 

application is made. 

5. A Thesis on some professional subject will be required as 
a part of the examination. 

The Diplomas, granted in accordance with these conditions, 
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will contain an enumeration of the branches of study in which 
the holder was found proficient, and confer upon him the pro¬ 
fessional degree to which the extent of his knowledge may 

11 entitle him. 

All the Diplomas are authorized and furnished by the State,

■ Mansfield is a borough of some three hundred inhabitants, 
j situate on the Corning and Blossburg Railroad, twenty miles 
j from the former place. It is easy of access from all points. 

From the southern part of the state by the Philadelphia and 
! Elmira Railroad, to Troy; from which place a daily line of 
j stages runs over the remaining distance of sixteen miles. Or 
! by going through Elmira, the whole distance may be traveled 
| by railroad. The difference'in time, and expense is slight. In 
j either case students leaving Philadelphia in the morning arrive 
j! here at 10.30 A. M. of the next day, stopping over night at 
Troy or Corning. Expenses through, about ten dollars. 

The surrounding country is scarcely surpassed in the beauty 
of its scenery, and the quiet “Valley of the Tioga’ presents 
an inexhaustible fund of knowledge in its Botanical and Geo¬ 
logical resources.

The building is of brick, one hundred and fift feet in length, 
by fifty feet in width. The main building is five and the wings 
four stories high, including the story of sky-lights which are to 
be re-modeled in a novel manner, thus rendering them quite de¬ 
sirable. The rooms for students are large, with extra height 
of ceiling, and whitewashed or papered. 

The building in its arrangement possesses conveniences and 
comforts seldom found. 

The grounds about the building have been somewhat exten¬ 
sively ornamented with trees and shrubbery during the past 
spring. 

The cost of the buildings and grounds is about thirty-five 
thousand dollars. 

The building is now furnished with furniture of the most ap¬ 
proved style, together with an extensive collection of Maps, 
Charts, and works of reference. The Chemical and Philo¬ 
sophical apparatus which is now quite large, will receive ad¬ 
ditions, such as may be needed to make it all that could be de¬ 
sired in an institution of this character. 

Through the liberality of Judge T. Dyer of Covington, the 
Institution is now in possession of a fine Mineralogical and Geo¬ 
logical Cabinet, 

j 1 To keep pace with the improvements in education, a Gymna¬ 
sium will be erected, and ready for use on the opening of the 
next term. A valuable apparatus for the heavier and lighter 
exercise has already been secured. 
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Students on entering will register their names, and pay 
one-half of the tuition and board for the term, and e whole 
of the room rent. 

This Normal School is intended to be a self-governing insti¬ 
tution. The persons to whom it claims to offer decided advan¬ 
tages, must of necessity be those who well understand what is 
requisite in order that the largest return may be received by 
them for their outlay of time and money. If any, through in¬ 
advertency, should give evidence that they had mistaken the 
school in this respect, there would be no hesitancy in granting 
them a perpetual furlough.

The school year is divided into three terms of fourteen weeks 
each. The terms will continue uninterrupted through the year, 
with no vacation, excepting the week of the Christmas holidays.

The second term commences Monday, December 11, 1865, 
and closes March 22, 1866. During this term there is a vaca¬ 
tion of one week, commencing Friday, December 22, and con¬ 
tinuing until Tuesday, January 2, 1866.

No student received for a less time than one term, unless by 
special arrangement.
